The sun had not yet risen over the city Tues- 
day when a 15-year-old girl left her home in 
Belmont Cragin and headed out in the dark 
toward her charter high school nearly six 
miles away. 

Before she reached the end of her block, 
she was beaten, raped and left half-naked in 
the bitter cold. Her life-threatening inju- 
ries — police say she remains in critical condi- 
tion after undergoing emergency brain sur- 
gery—have become a chilling reminder of the 
difficult and often dangerous journeys that 
thousands of Chicago children face each day 
in the name of quality education. 

“These commutes have been going on a 
long time,” said Julie Woestehoff, executive 
director of Parents United for Responsible 
Education. “We just accept it as a fact of life 
in this city, and that puts children at risk.” 

Across the city, thousands of students be- 
gin their pre-dawn journeys when most would 
expect children to be just waking up. Many 
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told the Tribune that they travel in groups, 
take self-defense classes and follow routes 
carefully mapped by their parents in order to 
make it to school safely. 

In Woodlawn, for example, Khalilah Man- 
son leaves her home at 6 a.m. for her trip to 
Walter Payton College Prep on the Near 
North Side. The quickest route would be 
walking to the Red Line, but she takes two 
buses at her mom’s request instead. 

“Tt takes a little bit longer,” Manson said. 
“But I guess it’s safer, in my mom’s opinion.” 

Such commutes have been commonplace 
in Chicago for decades. The city’s desegrega- 
tion efforts nearly 40 years ago led to the cre- 
ation of magnet schools and forced students 
to travel difficult distances if they wanted the 
best education the city could provide. 

Tuesday’s attack happened less than half a 
block from one of Chicago Public Schools’ 
Safe Passage routes, patrolled areas that were 
set up for the current school year to help stu- 
dents who have longer walks after dozens of

Chicago on the rocks 


It's not just your toes— 
Lake Michigan is 
freezing earlier, too

Colder temperatures in recent weeks have 
quickened the annual chill of Lake Michi- 
gan, growing sheets of ice a month earlier 
than usual, disrupting holiday plans for local 
cruise lines and bringing winter chores for 
harbor masters and industrial shippers. 

The early pockets of ice have prompted 
one Chicago cruise line to cancel its New 
Year’s Eve fireworks cruise for the first 
time in five years. The company that man- 
ages harbors on the lakefront already has 
started efforts to protect its docks from ice. 
And in the northern part of Lake Michigan, 
the Coast Guard has been busy breaking 


threugh ioc, making suce shipping coows can 
make cheir scheclulecd deliveries. 


As of Monday, more than 13 percent of 


Lake Michigan was covered by ice, come 
pared with its icelessness this time last year, 
said George Leshkevich, a physical scientist 
at NOAA Great Lakes Environmental Re- 
search Laboratory. Over the past hye years, 
the average ice coveragt an Lake Michigan 
around this time of year was closer to 2 per 
cent, according to labaratary cata. 

In fact, it was not unzil Jan, 22 chis year 
that ice cover compared te the arioucit an 
the lake right now. The laboratory predicts 
that up to 62 percent of the Great Lakes will 
be frozen over this winter, above the long- 
term average of 55 percent. 

“With this cold spell we've bean having, 
ice, we find, has been forming earlier om the 
lakes than ... the past few years.” Leshkes-

State Department, aimed to defuse a dip- 
lomatic crisis sparked by the Dec. 12 arrest of 
Devyani Khobragade on charges of visa fraud 
and underpaying her nanny, an Indian national. 

India has been furious in its response to what 
it considers the degrading treatment of a senior 
diplomat by the United States, a country it sees 
as a close friend, and retaliated Tuesday by re- 
moving security barriers at the US. Embassy in 
New Delhi. The barriers would offer some pro- 
tection against a suicide-bomb attack. 

“In his conversation with National Security 
Advisor Menon, {Secretary Kerry} expressed 
his regret, as well as his concern that we not 
allow this unfortunate public issue to hurt our 
close and vital relationship with India,” State 
Department spokeswoman Marie Harf said.

10 BEST 
& WORST 
MOVIES

Ina pretty strong year for movies, these were the 10 that not only stood 
out but warranted repeat viewings and serious discussion. 


1. Spring Breakers 


When the victims of a robbery don’t 
know they’re being held up with squirt 
guns, their fear is real. It’s one of many 
unforgettable moments in writer-director 
Harmony Korine’s EDM symphony 
“Spring Breakers,” a hypnotic, scary 
meditation on identity that refuses to be 
compartmentalized. A quartet of college 
girls (Vanessa Hudgens, Ashley Benson, Selena Gomez, Rachel Korine) 
heads to Florida, ready to shed the everyday. James Franco’s rapper/hus- 
tler Alien is an instant classic, and so is the movie. It’s neither a fantasy 
nor a nightmare; this subjective, intoxicating dream questions whether 
we become who we are or who we think we’re supposed to be. 


2. Blue is the Warmest Color 

In an alternate universe in which Oscars are given to the year’s best 
performances without any bias or skittishness to certain content, 
Adele Exarchopoulos would be a lock for Best Actress for the French 
“Blue is the Warmest Color.” Throughout the three-hour running 
time—which feels completely natural—you can see the impact of 
every organic challenge and development as Adele (Exarchopoulos) 
confronts her sexuality and begins carving a life for herself. Yet “Blue, 
whose explicit sexuality isn’t gratuitous but one of many ways the 
film achieves astonishing intimacy, isn’t just a story of coming out. It’s 
about the universal thirst for enthusiasm and the emotional volatility 
that makes first love so vivacious and potentially temperamental.

3.12 Years a Slave 
So many films about real 
acts of human evil feel 

so tentative toward their 
subject matter. Not Steve 
McQueen’s “12 Years a 
Slave,” which sets the 

bar for truth and horror. 
Based on the novel by 
Solomon Northup (Chi- 
wetel Ejiofor), a free man who in 1841 New York was kidnapped and 
sold into slavery, the film features many extraordinary performances, 
particularly from Ejiofor and Michael Fassbender as a slave owner 
who is that much more terrifying because he’s always believable. 
There may never be a better film made about slavery in America. 


4. Her (opening Dec. 25) 


Weird and beautiful, writer-director Spike Jonze’s “Her” says some- 
thing everyone knows—that technology often distracts us from 
living and delighting in the physical world—but does so in marvel- 
ous, inspired, profound fashion. Theodore (a perfect Joaquin 
Phoenix) writes other people’s cards in his work at BeautifulHand- 
writtenLetters.com and gives himself to his artificially intelligent 
operating system named Samantha (voiced by Scarlett Johansson). 
“Her” honors the closeness formed by this relationship while 

also showing that no matter the memory of a piece of technology, 
people’s memories hardly ever include technology. 


5. Only God Forgives 

Will we cover our eyes to the violence 
perpetrated around the world, as if it 
isn’t committed by people with flesh 
and blood? Will we prefer the indul- 
gent on-screen kind, meant to be fun 
and sometimes cartoonish? In Nicolas 
Winding Refn’s (“Drive”) “Only God 
Forgives,” the year’s most misunder- 
stood movie, revenge isn’t sweet; it’s a 
never-ending game leading nowhere. 


6. Frances Ha 

In director/co-writer Noah Baumbach’s wise, drily funny “Frances 
Ha,” post-collegiate life literally and figuratively feels like waking 
up on someone else’s couch or traveling alone to Paris for two days 
with nothing to do. This is an ode to the love that powers a friend- 
ship, with an uncanny honesty about the competition and changes 
over time that threaten to derail that bond. 


7. Some Velvet Morning (opening Dec. 20) 

I’m tempted to say “Some Velvet Morning” is so nice you should 
see it twice, except that would only be half-true. While the film 
is a startling return for writer-director Neil LaBute with his most 
haunting effort since 2003's “The Shape of Things,” and “Velvet” 
does demand a second viewing, it ain’t due to sweetness. Fred 
(Stanley Tucci) arrives and says he’s finally left his wife. Velvet 
(Alice Eve), a prostitute who was also Fred’s mistress, isn’t up for 
the rejuvenation of their relationship. The 

ensuing conversation is vintage LaBute: a 
mesmerizing distillation of human weak- Page 32

8. Inside Llewyn Davis 
(opening Dec. 20) 


Asubtle and sad exploration of grief and life’s 
almost-comic discouragements, the Coen 
brothers’ “Inside Llewyn Davis” considers 
the experience needed to sing a folk standard 
with authenticity and the rare, sometimes 
arbitrary fortune of success in the entertain- 
ment business. Oscar Isaac is fantastic in the 
title role of a folk singer who may not be long 
for the gig, and this superb character study 
sees future planning as a luxury for those who 
don’t worry about today.

temperatures in flux. Olivia Wilde, Jake John- 
son, Anna Kendrick and Ron Livingston are 
effortlessly believable as the four corners of 
a difficult romantic scenario while Swanberg 
effortlessly lets us hear the unspoken and see 
what may or may not be unrealized potential.

Carell empties his brain 
to return to ‘Anchorman’ 


MCT 
Steve Carell is determined to lower expecta- 
tions for “Anchorman 2: The Legend Contin- 
ues.” 

“It’s SO stupid. I couldn't believe how stupid 
itis.” 

And in a world of stupid and a cast of 1970s- 
era TV news buffoons, Carell’s character the 
ditzy, naive TV weatherman Brick Tamland— 
stands out. “Unrelentingly dumb,” he says. 

He’s being kind. 

“It was the easiest movie ever, because I got 
to just stand there and look dumb. For two 
months. I rarely had to say anything. Empty 
every thought out of my head, and just blurt 
out words.” 

The script doesn’t give Brick, a nitwit’s nit- 
wit, much to say. But Adam McKay, the direc- 
tor and Will Ferrell’s longtime writing partner, 
would stand off camera, and at the end of a 
take would say, “Give me something extra. Just 
say something, anything,” McKay said. 

Lines like, “Would you like to see the smile 
I use when I pose for photographs?” come out. 

McKay made his directing debut with 
2004's “Anchorman.” He’s had time to figure 
out why the film, not a blockbuster hit in the- 
aters, became a cultural phenomenon. The 
“news team” in the movie—the foursome of 
blow-dried anchor Ron Burgundy (Ferrell), 
weather dunce Brick (Carell), investigative 
reporter/ladykiller Brian Fantana (Paul Rudd) 
and racist, alcoholic sportscaster Champ Kind 
(David Koechner)—are, to McKay, the new 
Marx Brothers.
